"Our  Town”  will  be  presented  by 
the  Dramatics  Club,  directed  by  Mr. 
Robert  Gee,  December  9  and  10,  In 
the  College  Auditorium.  The  play 
will  start  at  8:15  p.  m. 

Written  by  Thornton  Wilder,  “Our 
Town”  is  a  hauntingly  beau'.iful 
play  in  which  Mr.  Wilder  has  trans¬ 
muted  the  simple  events  of  a  human 
life  into  universal  reverie.  He  has 
given  it  a  profound,  strange  un¬ 
worldly  significance  —  brimming 
over  with  compassion. 

Play  Outlines  Town’s  History 
In  the  first  act  the  author  genially 
outlines  the  history  of  the  town  and 
carries  one  into  the  houses  of  the 
Gibbs  and  Webb  families.  An  en¬ 
tire  day  is  spent  in  the  lives  of  these 
substantial  folks. 

Concerning  the  love  affair  be¬ 
tween  young  George  Gibbs  and  little 
Emily  Webb,  the  second  act  culmi¬ 
nates  in  a  moving  wedding.scene. 

This  scene  contains  all  the  elements 
of  poignant  sorrow  and  abdndant 
happiness  that  make  for  solemnity 
and  impressiveness. 

Cemetery  Is  Setting 
In  the  third  act  the  townspeople 
are  in  a  cemetery  not  awaiting 
judgment,  but  greater  understand¬ 
ing.  Into  their  midst  is  led  the 
bride,  who  is  shown  how  impossible 
and  how  futile  it  is  to  think  of  re¬ 
turning  to  the  old  life.  In  this  act 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  fact  that 
living  people,  humans,  occupied  with 
their  petty  occupations  and  small 
thoughts,  know  little  of  true  joy  or 
happiness.  Truth  is  to  be  found  only 
in  the  future.

Teachers  Attend  Delegate 
Meeting  and  Discuss 
Education  Budget.  ’ 

Dr.  Clifford  Bishop,  chairman  of  ] 
the  education  department;  Miss 
Olive  DeLuce,  chairman  of  the 
art  department;  and  Miss  Chloe 
Millikan,  of  the  education  depart-  , 
ment,  attended  the  Missouri  State  ; 
Teachers  Association  delegates 
meeting,  November  3,  in  Kansas  ! 
City. 

A  program  for  education  in  Mis-  , 
Bouri  was  set  up.  A  plan  was  es¬ 
tablished  for  professional  cm-  , 
•ployees,  concerning  qualifications 
and  number.  Housing,  equipment 
and  tlie  cost  of  such  a  program 
were  considered. 

The  budget  of  the  1948-49  Mis¬ 
souri  state  support  per  pupil  will 
be  approximately  $55;  whereas,  the 
national  average  state  support  will 
toe  $70.  An  Increase  of  approximate¬ 
ly  $10,009,000  in  state  support  or 
a  state  school  fund  of  $45,000,000  Is 
necessary  to  bring  Missouri  up  to 
the  national  average  in  state  sup¬ 
port,  according  to  committee  re¬ 
ports. 

The  national  average  in  current 
expenditures  per  pupil  in  1947-48 
•was  $147.07,  while  the  average  cur¬ 
rent  expenditure  in  Missouri  was 
only  $124.03.  This  would  indicate 
that  in  addition  to  the  increased'  < 
state  support  requested,  an  in¬ 
crease  in  local  support  of  five  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  is  needed  to  bring  Mis¬ 
souri’s  current  expenditure  per 
pupil  up  to  the  national  average. 

Outstanding  in  the  report  of  the 
resolutions  committee  was  the  step 
of  interpreting  Artiole  III  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Missouri  State  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  to  admit  negro  teachers  to 
membership.

Sport  Scene 


By  defeating  the  Warrensburg 
Mules  20  to  G  Friday  on  the 
Central  Teachers  College  field  the 
Maryville  Bearcats  assured  them¬ 
selves  at  least  a  share  of  the 
MIAA  grid  title. 

After  a  fairly  even  first  half 
Maryville  put  over  touchdowns  in 
the  third  and  fourth  quarters 
while  holding  the  Mules  to  one 
first  down. 

A  Sensational  Pass 

The  most  sensational  play  of  the 
game  was  a  30  yard  pass  from 
Paul  Butherus  to  Norman  James. 
The  halfback  from  Albany  picked 
the  pass  off  his  shoe  tops  as  he 
was  running  behind  the  goal  line. 
The  Cats  were  pounding  on  the 
Mule  one  yard  line  as  the  game 
ended. 

Midway  of  the  first  quarter  the 
Bearcats  marched  30  yards  to  the 
Mule  one  yard  line  only  to  lose  the 
ball  on  down  by  inches.  The  Cats 
had  taken  the  ball  on  an  exchange 
of  punts  after  Maryville’s  Daly 
had  punted  out  on  the  Mule  18 
line. 

Cats  Recover  Fumble 

The  Mules  took  the  ball  and 
tried  to  carry  out.  The  Central 
Teachers  fumbled  and  the  Cats 
recovered  on  the  4  yard  line. 
James  carried  over  for  the  touch¬ 
down.  Marion  Freeman’s  attempt¬ 
ed  place  kick  for  the  extra  point 
■was  blocked. 

Ward,  the  freshman  sensation 
from  Granite  City,  Ill.,  made  a 
dazzling  run  for  the  Mules  after 
Maryville  kicked  off.  Going  over 
left  end  he  carried  the  ball  from 
his  own  32  line  to  the  Bearcat  30 
line.  The  Mules  were  penalized  5 
yards  for  offside.  Hannah  passed 
to  Wolfe  on  the  Maryville  10  line 
and  then  Freshman  Ward  went 
over  the  goal  line  but  Warrens¬ 
burg  was  penalized  15  yards  for 
clipping.  The  Mules  failed  to  gain 
on  three  downs  and  then  lost  the 
ball  on  the  fourth  down  pass  at¬ 
tempt. 

Maryville  was  ahead  6  to  0  as 
the  quarter  ended. 

Intercepts  Cat  Pass 
•  In  the  second  quarter  the  Cats 
put  on  a  drive  with  Weed,  Zuch- 
owski  and  James  making  sub¬ 
stantial  gains  to  the  Mule  48  line 
where  they  were  penalized  for  off¬ 
side  and  again  5  yards  for  taking 
iso  much  time.  Ward  then  inter¬ 
cepted  a  Maryville  pass  over  the 
center  of  the  line.  When  the  Mules 
took  the  ball  Hennggeler  recovered 
a  Mule  fumble. 

Weed  and  James  made  a  first 
down.  Wormsley  went  around  end 
for  seven  and  James  around'  the 
other  end  for  5  yards  to  the  Mule 
25  yard  line.  Weed  fumbled  and 
the  Mules  recovered. 

From  their  own  25  line  the 
Mules  put  on  a  touchdown  drive. 
Gardner  carried  for  11,  Ward  for  2, 
Gardner  for  8,  Wolfe  for  5,  Ward 
for  8  and  Wolfe  .for  3,  all  around 
the  Maryville  ends.  Ward  then 
took  the  ball  inside  the  Cat'  left 
end,  reversed  himself  and  went  all 
the  way  for  a  touchdown.  Wolfe’s 
kick  for  the  extra  point  was  low  and 
blocked. 

The  half  ended  6  to  6  with  each 
team  making  seven  first  downs. 

Blocks  Mule  Punt 

Beginning  the  third  quarter 
Weed  blocked  a  Mule  kick  and 
Butherus  recovered  on  the  Mule  26 
line.  John  Daly  kicked  over  the 
goal  line.  The  Mules  kicked  out 
to  their  own  45  yard.  The  Cats, 
failing  to  gain,  again  punted  over 
tire  goal  line.  This  time  the  Mules 
punted  to  mid  field. 

From  this  point  the  Bearcats 
didn’t  give  up  the  ball  until  they 
scored  a  touchdown.  Weed  hit 
center  for  3  and  James  went  over 
tackle  for  3  more.  Butherus  tossed 
to  Pollard  for  13  yards. 

Butherus  Scores 

Butherus  passed  to  Ztrbel  who 
loteraled  to  Weed  for  15  yards.

Victors  Gain  Coveted  Hickory  Stick 


Maryville  Defeats 
Kirks  ville  13-12 


Joe  Louis  has  signed  on  the  dotted 
line  and  will  climb  through  the  hemp 
in  Chicago,  December  6,  to  test  the 
power  once  more,  of  the  aging  Billy 
Conn  in  an  exhibition  bout.  Conn 
lost  to  the  "Brown  Bomber”  twice  in 
his  quest  for  the  World  Champion¬ 
ship  crown,  but  promises  to  give  the 
crowd  a  real  treat  at  that  time.  This 
will  be  Conn’s  first  ring  appearance 
since  that  memorable  day  he  was 
blasted  by  Louis  under  the  lights  in 
Yankee  Stadium. 


Twenty-two  years  ago  Uel  W. 
Lamkin,  now  president  emeritus  of 
the  College,  started  the  tradition  of 
the  Hickory  Stick,  This  stick  was 
to  be  presented  to  the  college, 
Kirksville  or  Maryville,  that  won 
the  annual  football  game. 

Mr,  Lamkin  liad  the  Hickory 
Stick  fashioned  in  the  industrial 
arts  department  in  1926.  The  wood 
for  the  stick  was  taken  from  a  tree 
on  the  farm  that  Eugene  Fair, 
president  of  the  college  'at  Kirks¬ 
ville  at  the  time  origin  of  the  cus¬ 
tom,  was  born.  The  inscription 
reads:  “This  Hickory  Stick  was 
grown  on  a  farm  in  the  Maryville 
District  on  which  Eugene  Fair, 
President  of  Kirksville.  was  born.” 

In  1931  the  stick  was  presented 
to  the  College  for  the  first  time.. 
That  year  the  Bearcats  defeated 
the  Bulldogs  by  a  score  of  7  to  0. 
The  stick  has  been  in  Maryville’s 
possession  in  the  following,  years: 
1938,  score  26  to  7;  1939,  score  19 
to  13;  1940,  score  20  to  0;  1947, 

score  22  to’ 6;  1948,  score  13  to  12. 

Saturday  afternoon  the  Bearcats 
challenged  the  Bulldogs  once  again. 
This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
thrilling  and  fascinating  games  of 
the  season.  Not  only  did  it  mean  a 
victory;  it  also  meant  that  the 
Hickory  Stick  will  remain  in  this 
College  another  year,  symbolizing 
the  sportsmanship  and  hard  work 
of  the  Bearcats. 

This  tradition  has  been  carried 
out  for  many  years  with  the  Bear¬ 
cats  having  a  share  of  victories. 
With  the  winning  of  Saturday’s 
game,  Maryville  will  again  have  the 
stick  for  two  years  in  succession. 
Next  year,  both  teams  will  again 
compete  for  the  honor  of  keeping 
the  traditional  Hickory  Stick.

The  people  stood  by  unbelievingly 
while  the  great  John  L.  climbed  to 
his  feet  and  wiped  the  blood  from 
his  battered  face,  and  said  humbly, 
"That  was  my  father.”-

A 
gigantic  Homecoming  crowd  viewed 
the  sequences  of  the  afternoon  be¬ 
neath  a  partly  clouded  sky  rayed 
with  sunshine.  The  spectators  Jam¬ 
med  the  bleachers  and  lined  the 
fences  to  enjoy  the  brilliant  team¬ 
work  of  a  spirited  Maryville  squad 
and  to  see  a  vulnerable  offensive 
giant  and  a  smashing  paralyzing  de¬ 
fensive  end — Marvin  Weed. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  there  was 
the  Hickory  Stick  to  compete  for 
and  a  Homecoming  crowd  to  fight 
for,  Maryville  also  ftnew  that  a  pos¬ 
sible  conference  championship  hing¬ 
ed  hesitantly  on  the  final  score.

But  it  was  Marvin  Weed  who  un¬ 
lashed  his  teammates’  fury.
